"Upon  the  teacher  lies  a  grave  responsibility,  and 
you  who  have  chosen  to  become  teachers  have 
shown  yourselves  willing  to  accept  the  responsi- 
bility for  helping  to  preserve  those  principles." 
So  stated  Iowa's  Governor  Leo  Hoegh  in  his  ad- 
dress at  I.S.T.C.'s  All-College  (  onvocation  during 
the  fall  quarter.  In  observance  of  Veterans'  Day 
the  governor  stressed  that  leadership  has  enabled 
to  succeed  in  the  times  of  crises.  He  stated,  "It  is 
the  teachers'  duty  to  mold  the  youth  of  today  into 
leaders  instilled  with  the  principles  of  justice  and 
freedom.  Previous  to  Governor  Hoegh's  address, 
Dr.  I  1.  A.  Riebe,  past  commander  of  Cedar  Falls

President's  Message 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  join  the  staff  of  this  50th  anniversary  edition  of  the  Old  Gold  in  extending  a 
friendly  word  of  greeting  to  all  members  of  the  I.S.T.C.  family. 

The  50  years  during  which  the  Old  Gold  has  annually  made  its  appearance  have  witnessed 
numerous  important  changes  in  the  college,  three   of  which  may  be  worthy  of  special  mention: 

1 .  What  had  been  known  for  a  third  of  a  century  as  the  Iowa  State  Normal  School  became  in 
1909  the  Iowa  State  Teachers  College,  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
(now  the  State  Board  of  Regents),  and  thus  became  legally  a  sister  institution  of  the  State 
University  of  Iowa  and  Iowa  State  College  as  an  integral  part  of  a  system  of  higher  educa- 
tion in  Iowa. 

2.  The  college  expanded  its  facilities  markedly — from  40  acres,  10  buildings  and  a  teaching  and 
administrative  staff  of  64  in  1906  to  MO  acres,  27  buildings  and  a  teaching  and  administra- 
tive staff  in  excess  of  300  in   10.^6. 

3.  The  college  has  taken  its  place  among  recognized,  fully  accredited  four-year  colleges  and  has 
since  1952  offered  graduate  work  for  the  professional  degree  of  master  of  arts  in  education, 
thus  rounding  out  a  complete  program  for  the  education  of  professional  personnel  for  the 
schools  of  Iowa. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  will  appear  to  our  successors  50  years  hence  to  have  been  the 
significant  developments  in  the  next  half  century. 

In  any  case,  we  hope  that  this  picture  record  of  the  1955-56  school  year  will  serve  to  keep  alive 
memories  of  friends  and  incidents  at  T.  C.  in  the  vears  to  come.

This  year  the  Industrial  Arts  Department  of- 
fered, for  the  first  time,  a  course  enabling  pre- 
engineers  to  take  a  drawing  course  which  can 
be  transferred  for  credit.  The  department  is 
also  planning  to  begin  offering  work  towards 
the  Master's  Degree  in  the  summer  session  of 
lL)Mi.  Emphasis  was  placed  upon  electrical 
work  in  the  Industrial  Arts  Conference  Octo- 
ber 8,  sponsored  by  the  department.  Practical 
education  and  experience  are  stressed  in  tech- 
nical drawing,  graphic  arts,  electricity  and  ra- 
dio, metalwork,  woodwork,  and  transporta- 
tion. Dr.  Harold  Palmer  has  been  listed  in 
the  current  edition  of  "Who's  Who  in  Amer- 
ica" and  Dr.  I  loward  Reed,  head  of  the  de- 
partment, was  made  an  honorary  member  of 
the  "Twenty-Five  Year  Club,"  an  award  pre- 
sented by  the  Iowa  IA  Education  Association.

26-7.  Hastings,  the  defending  Mineral  Bowl 
champs,  could  not  contain  the  devastating  run- 
ning attack  that  was  to  feature  Teachers  games 
throughout  the  season.  A  bad  schedule  break 
forced  the  Tutors  to  journey  to  South  Dakota 
State  early  in  the  season.  The  Jackrabbits  were 
tabbed  to  retain  their  North  Central  crown 
and  they  exhibited  some  of  their  power  in  stop- 
ping the  Tutors  34-21.  The  Panthers  virtually 
fumbled  away  the  game  and  the  crown  by 
losing  the  elusive  pigskin  nine  times  in  this  en- 
counter.

Four  Tutors  On  All-Conference  Team 


Iowa  Teachers  and  the  conference  champions 
South  Dakota  State  dominated  the  1955  all- 
conference  team  by  placing  four  and  five  men 
respectively.  The  Panthers  honored  included 
seniors  Bud  Bitcon,  LeRoy  Dunn,  and  Jim 
Rosien.  The  lone  junior  honored  was  Dick 
Formanek.  Dunn  received  the  highest  individ- 
ual award  in  the  North  Central  Conference 
by  being  chosen  the  most  valuable  player.
